Baldwin bouqht the ranch includ¬ 
ing Sierra Madre because after 
much travel he declared it was 
the truest bit of Paradise he had 
found. He made his plowmen plow 
around trees instead of choppinq 
them down, as was being done all 
about him. N. C. Carter was a 
cultured man from Massachu¬ 
setts who bought the townsite 
from Baldwin because of its 
beauty and climate. He went 
back to Massachusetts to tell 
other admirable persons about it. 
and may have been the first per¬ 
son to brinq a whole coach-load 
of homeseekers, in one party, to 
California by train. That is why 
ours always has been a town of 
fine trees, lovely gardens and ex-

On the evening of Friday, 
April 12, at 7:30 the primary de¬ 
partment will present a program 
in the school auditorium, and 
Sierra Madre's Lee Shippey will 
give an address pertinent to the 
occasion. After the program the 
classrooms will be opened and op¬ 
portunity will be given for par 
ents and friends to see the re¬ 
sults in academic work as well 
ns in the arts. It is especially 
hoped that parents will note the 
progress of their children during 
the school year, and will discuss 
their children's work with the 
teachers.

The 1916 Red Cross drive is 
now officially over and as Chair¬ 
man of the local campaign, I wish 
to make a report to the commun¬ 
ity upon the result. 

Sierra Madre’s goa! was $3400. 
This goal was made on March 9, 
within the one week period al¬ 
lotted for that purpose. We were 
the first chapter in Los Angeles 
County, and one of the first in 
the Pacific Area, to make our 
goal. 

As of March 31, Sierra Madre 
had subscribed $6919.82, or over 
200 r 't- of its quota, which we may 
bo proud of in a year when most 
other chapters were having dif¬ 
ficulty in making their 100 r ;,. 

Sierra Madre’s achievement is 
principally due to the generosity 
and public spiritedness of its 
citizens but credit should bo giv¬ 
en to those who worked so hard 
on the drive. Luke Gervais and 
his Explorer Troop of Boy Scouts 
distributed literature and posted 
placards. Miss Clara Sykes de¬ 
voted hours of her time to the 
keeping of an elaborate set of 
records. The churches gave their 
support by calling their congre¬ 
gation’s attention to the worthi¬ 
ness of the Red Cross; and the 
merchants gave their usual sup¬ 
port. The Sierra Madre News 
gave freely of its space in order 
that the drive might be given the 
publicity it required. Mayor 
Schwartz and other members of 
the City Council gave the drive 
their official endorsement. Ap¬ 
proximately 120 persons made the 
canvass; not one person in the 
entire community refused to give 
his assistance when called upon. 

The local Red Cross is now in 
a position to carry on its year’s 
program with a full budget and 
the knowledge that Sierra Madre's 
citizens are behind it to the full¬ 
est extent.

Recreation Commission Will 
Submit Program to Council 


The Recreation Commission at 
their meeting Tuesday evening 
drew up a proposed spring pro¬ 
gram for the next two months, 
together with the estimated cost, 
which will be submitted to the 
Council at the next meeting for 
approval. 

Contact has been made with 
other communities and with the 
County Recreation Commission 
and it was the unanimous recom¬ 
mendation that a part or full time 
Recreational Director is imper¬ 
ative. The need for co-ordination 
of youth groups, elimination of 
duplication and overlapping is 
urgent and the Board feels a full 
time man for the summer pro¬ 
gram is necessary. 

The following are present ac¬ 
tivities: Boys' Christian League 

baseball, two days a week; 
Y. M. C. A. baseball, one day 
a week; V.FAV. adult baseball: 
American Legion baseball: Adult 
program at the City Park. 

•t is recommended that S. E. 
McElfresh be engaged as part 


time Director until June 15. He 
is not available for the summer 
program. It is suggested that 
he supervise n recreation program 
two nights a week, from 7 to 9. 
at the City Park. 

A request, signed hv 44 Sierra 
Madre residents, for the fencing 
of the S. E. section of the Park 
for adult recreation, was received 
and the Commission recommends 
Its favorable consideration as an 
active program of sluiffleboard, 
quoits and croquet Is being con¬ 
ducted and it is necessary that 
the courts ho kept In condition 
and that program does not con¬ 
flict with youth activities. 

Tennis, volley ball, croquet, 
ping pong, touch football are 
needed for the ’teen age group. 

County Supervisor Wm. Smith 
plans to speak to the Recreation 
Commission on tho possibility of 
help from the county in the near 
future. 

The Commission recommends 
the appropriation of $165 for the 
two months' program outlined.
